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INTRODUCTORY. 



Most of the volumes whose titles appear in the fol- 
lowing list have been received since the beginning of the 
present year, and the entire collection, with only two ex- 
ceptions, was added during the period covered by the report 
of the Board of Directors presented in May last, to which 
report this list is an appendix. 

The exceptions are the Calendars of English State Papers, 
and the Chronicles and Memorials of Great Britain. More 
than half of these important publications were received a few 
years since ; both series have now been completed, so far as 
they have been published, and full lists are printed herein for 
convenience of reference. 

The volumes added since May i are, of course, additional 
to those referred to in the report of the Board. 

It has not been practicable to issue the list sooner, owing 
to the tardy arrival from Europe of some of the more impor- 
tant volumes ; all, however, are now on the shelves, and 
members are invited to call and examine them. 

It will be found upon examination that large additions 
of much-needed books have been made to the most important 
departments of the library. The principal part of these ad- 
ditions is the gift of Mr. George I. Seney, having been pur- 
chased with funds given by him for this special purpose. Since 
his munificent addition of fifty thousand dollars to our per- 
manent Library Fund, already reported to the Society, Mr. 
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Seney has made a further gift of twenty thousand dollars, the 
income of which is to be expended for book-binding. 

Included in the list are the volumes on Female Biography 
and on Music, presented by Mrs. Urania B. Humphrey, of 
which mention appears in the report of the Directors. The 
titles of these, with others on the same subjects, will be found 
under the appropriate headings. 

Since the report of the Directors was printed, Hon. Henry 
C. Murphy has presented about two hundred and fifty vol- 
umes, most of which relate to the history of Holland. His gift 
also comprises other volumes of great interest and value — 
such as the folio Hakluyt of 1589; Ramusio, three volumes, 
edition of 1559-1565 ; Vander Aa's Collection of Voyages, in 
twenty-seven volumes; Linschoten, the London edition of 
1598; and a set of Niles' Register. To the volumes re- 
lating to Holland, Mr. J. Carson Brevoort has lately added 
several rare and interesting volumes, together with a number 
of useful bibliographical works. 

The titles of the recent purchases from the fund established 
by Miss Carohne Thurston and Miss Ellen Thurston for a 
department on the History of Egypt, the Holy Land, and 
Greece, will be found in the list under the proper heading ; 
and among the works on Biography and Genealogy are the 
titles of the volumes recently purchased from the Cary Fund, 
established by the late Mrs. Maria Cary. 

The volumes purchased with the special fund of sixteen 
thousand five hundred dollars presented by Mr. Seney are 
4655 in number, all which have been received during the past 
eight months. The number of volumes received from all 
other sources during the period covered by the Report pre- 
sented in May is 1626. Since May i, the number of volumes 
received, exclusive of those presented by Mr. Seney, is 567; 
making a total addition to the Library for the period indicated 
of 6848 volumes. 
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Noteworthy as this addition to our library is in extent, it 
is much more so in regard to the character and value of the 
volumes acquired. The list graphically illustrates the broad 
scope of the principal object of the Society, which is the col- 
lection of a complete Historical Library of Reference, com- 
prising the best books, in all languages, relating to history, 
biography, science, religion, art, literature, and to all depart- 
ments of knowledge. It will be seen that the collections are 
limited to works of no one or two classes ; on the contrary, it 
has been the desire of those who have hitherto administered 
the affairs of the Society, to gather into its library whatever 
any scholar or intelligent reader may wish to consult 

With the books on Egypt will be found the titles of thirty- 
four distinct works by Baron Lepsius, the first of which is the 
splendid Denkmdler aus ^gypten, in twelve folio volumes. This 
copy is a selected one, and is much superior to ordinary copies. 
It was obtained for us, at a low price, by the honored and 
distinguished author, who added as his gift several of the other 
works, and who, at our request, has written his name in a num- 
ber of the volumes. Some of these titles should more properly 
have been placed under other heads ; they have been grouped 
where they are for convenience of reference, strict accuracy of 
classification in this list not being considered important. 

Special attention is directed to the volumes of English his- 
tory, the history of India and of Holland, France, Italy, and 
Egypt, and to the divisions of Religion and Art. Every part of 
the list will, however, repay examination, and it is hoped that 
it will be the means of awakening wider interest in the 
institution, and an increase of the membership of the 
Society. 

Upon application to the Duke of Devonshire, the Society 
has received, as a gift from the Duke, a copy of the catalogue 
of the celebrated library at Chatsworth. It is in four vol- 
umes, beautifully printed at the Chiswick Press, and is illus-

trated with wood-cut views of the buildings, and of the interior 
of the library, as well as of various scenes in the park. 

In reference to the general catalogue of our library, which 
is much needed, the librarian can only remark that no one can 
be more desirous than he is to have one, and he hopes soon to 
be authorized to prepare the copy for the printer. The most 
convenient form of catalogue, for our use, would probably be 
one arranged in two parts, the first part to be strictly alphabeti- 
cal by authors' names, and the second part to be a systematic 
classification, with an index to the subjects. What is called 
the dictionary system would be far more expensive, and of no 
particular'advantage to us, in view of the fact that publications 
such as the new edition of Poole's Index to Periodical Litera- 
ture, soon to appear, indexes to genealogy, local history, and in 
fact to the literatures of all departments of knowledge, are now, 
or soon will be, at our command. Most visitors to our library 
either wish to know whether we have the works of a certain 
author, in which case they have only to consult the alpha- 
betical list, or they desire to know what we have upon a 
given subject ; in the latter case, by consulting the index, they 
will be referred to that part of the classified arrangement where 
the works they desire to consult are grouped. No kind of 
catalogue will satisfy everybody, and the personal aid of the 
librarian must supplement any that can be made. 

The library now contains over thirty-five thousand vol- 
umes, exclusive of pamphlets. Many of these pamphlets will 
soon become books, through the simple process of binding. 
Many are of great value and rarity, much more so than some 
bulky volumes. Not only the books, but the pamphlets also, 
bound and unbound, must, of course, appear in the catalogue, 
and the sooner the work can be begun the better. 

This is a work in which the Society at large should be- 
come interested, particularly the younger members. It is 
merely a question of cost, and it would show a graceful ap- 



preciation of the generosity of those who have established the 
ins.titution and enriched our library, if the members generally, 
by a concerted movement, would contribute a catalogue fund, 
and thus enable us to make more available the literary treas- 
ures which we possess. The librarian will be happy to meet 
any who are disposed to discuss measures to that end. 

In conclusion, the librarian desires to have it understood 
that no visitors are so welcome to himself and to his assistants, 
as ladies and gentlemen who want information such as our 
library now supplies, or should supply. In the one case, he 
is gratified in knowing that something has been accomplished ; 
in the other, he gains information useful in making up lists to 
guide future purchases, while suggestions of any kind are 
invited, and will be thankfully received.
